Present potential of the well, 
which breaks down to about 1,560 
barrels per day, was established 
after acid treeatment. 

Potentials of other wells in the 
field to date are Anglo-Home Red- 
water 1, 1,476 barrels a day; Anglo- 
Home Redwater 2, 1,160 barrels a 
day; Imperial Redwater 1, 440 
barrels a day, 

Further acidization and tests of 
Imperial Redwater 3 are believed 
to have upped its potential con- 
siderably ‘and it is now in the 
neighborhood of 1,935 barrels a day.

The British government's Pal- 
estine policy, which has been 
under fire both at home and 
abroad, is scheduled for an air 
ing this week in a house of com- 
mons débate which is likely to 
produce fireworks Dut may ease 
a Gifficult siiuation. 

This high-controversial issue is 
generally referred to as “Bevin's 
policy” because Foreign Secretary 
Bevin is responsible for carrying 
it out. Actually, while Bevin 
may have originated the policy, 
it is a collective cabinet respons- 
tility. 

Thus while the outspoken and 
two-fisted secretary is the indi- 
vidual who is to be put on the 
carpet, Prime Minister Atlee and 
his entire government will be 
under fire. The attack is com- 
ing not only from Conservatives 
under Winston Churchill's lead- 
ership, but from a considerable 
bloc in Bevin's own Labor party. 

Britain long ago committed 
herself to great responsibility to 
both Jews and Arabs. In dealing 
with this responsibility Bevin 
who prides himself on handling 
affairs without gloves and always 
having his cards “face up” on the 
table--became involved in on. 
woverwies with Jewish leaders. 


You will hear Britons themelves 
say they feel Bevin at times has 
been a bull in a china shop and 
hasn't been considerate of Jewish 
or world opinion

So the charges and counter- 
eh ses have continued until the 
unfortunate incident of Jan. 7 
when five RAF scouting planes 
were shot down by Israeli forces 
in the Palestine-Egyptian border 
area.

In the case of carbon tetrachlor- 
ide, it is better to use several light 
applications of the solvent than one 
heavy ore, And, it also has been 
found that blowing lightly on the 
material or patting it with a dry 
cloth will dry it out more rapidly 
and thus help avoid rings
